Other 
were kept operating by repeated and substantial government grants. 

DURING the whole period the Socialists waged war against privat 
business. The making of profits was condemned as an unforgivable sir 
What was the result? Investors simply turned their backs on the Social 
ists. Dozens of oil companies pulled up stakes and moved out. Ca 
exploration ground to a complete halt. Prospecting in our vast nortl 
became almost non-existent. 

During the period Canada was experiencing the greatest economi 
boom in her history, Saskatchewan received only a handful of nev 
factories. .After 18 years of socialism there were fewer jobs in manufac 
turing than existed in 1945-this despite the investment of $500 millioi 
in crown corporations. 

The Socialists promised a greatly expanded program of social welfan 
measures ; there was to be "free" medical care, "free" hospitalization care 
"free" drugs and so on. The money to finance these projects was to conn 
from the profits of the crown corporations. Of course, in the over-al 
picture, there were no profits— rather there were colossal losses. Thu5 
the welfare program had to be financed from taxation. 

During the period more than 600 completely new taxes were intro- 
duced; 650 other taxes were increased. "Per capita" taxes in Saskatchewar 
were soon substantially out of line with our sister provinces— one mort 
reason why industry located elsewhere. 

Twenty years ago the Socialists promised to make Saskatche 
wan a Vfecca for the working man. Instead, we saw the greatest mas.* 
exodus of people out of an area since Moses led the Jews out of Egypt 
Since the war/ 270,000 of our citizens left Saskatchewan to find employ- 
ment elsewhere. 

Finally our people decided they had been the Canadian guinea pig 
for socialism long enough. They threw them out. 

It is the task of our new government to prove in the next few years 
that the private enterprise system can do more for our people than 
socialism. 

It there are any Americans who think that socialism is the answer, 
I wish they would oome to Saskatchewan and study what ha$ happened 
to our province.

Another ADM consists of two 
parts, each weighing approxi- 
mately 80 pounds. This device, 
which can be assembled in a 
half hour by a trained saboteur, 
has an explosive yield of .5 kilo- 
ton, comparable to some 600 
tons of TNT. 



Both ADMs are speciflcally 

designed for guerrilla use, and 
reportedly were brought into 
Cuba . recently under Russian 
guard and stored in under* 
ground depots.

Levison, in continuing his suggestions as to what King 
might say, said he thought King should testify to the need for ■ 
an association of slum dwellers. In explaining, Levison said 
farmers are organized and have a powerful lobby to protect their 
interests; theref<y?e, he thought slum inhabitants should also 
organize and hav^ powerful lobby to protect their interests* 
King agreed with Levison and said he would make this suggestion. 

King inquired of Levison if he thought the time was 
ripe t-> take up the guaranteed income issue. Levison said he 
thought so, as it pertains to the cities end poinf&d' out that 
since the cities contain the mass of people who live on lower 
than s'^arvation wages, they should be guaranteed an income. _ 
Levisoi said that in supportingthis posi ti on, Illrr could point out 
that i i the cities "you have the very rich who live in beautiful 
apartment houses and you have the very poor ' who do service work". 
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... On the issue of rehabilitation of altixns, Levi son asked King If 
he would recommend that private industry be encouraged to do-Uie wo^r 
or a non-profit corporation. King said he -thought it should be 
e cotnbin&tion, and he could not see any way to do rehabilitation 
work without the Government putting millions into it. Private 
agencies also have a great responsibility In this matter. King 
remarked. 

Levi son, in trying to think of other ways to help solve 
the slum conditions in the big cities, made reference to the 
Office of Price Administration (OPA) during and shortly after the 
second World V/ar. He said the OPA froze the rents on apartments, 
a system which required all apartments to be registered smd/^iPy 
tenancy; so therefore, he saw no reason why that system should not 
be reins titu ted. In so doing, Levison said, utien an apartment 
became available, instead of the landlord having the right to pick 
his tenant, which would mean a white tenant, the Government agency 
could select the tenant who applied first. Levison said under 
such a system a Negro would have to be accepted if he applied before 
the white man; this would automatically make for a dispersion of 
the slums because a Negro would have the right to be accepted If 
he made the first application. 

I In summing up whaf King's testimony should Include, 

I Levison said his proposals would be broken down Into three basic 
Mparts: housing, education and jobs. Under housing the open housing 
question would be considered; under the education part. King 
would deal with what he considered necessary; tinder jobs, poverty 
and the guaranteed annual wage would be considered. 

Levison and King also discussed getting a grant from 
tho ?ord Foundation. Levison said they (the SCLC) must take a 
serious approach to getting this grant, and said he was convinced 
that the Foundation Is willing to give them one, but said it was 
important for the SCLC to ley its plans before the Fovmdation. He 
then inquired of King what he had planned for the remainder of the ^ 
time he was to be in New York, as he (Levison j wanted King to 
meet with Michael Miller, King said he had to meet with Joan 
Daves (publishers representative) on We dob sd^ December 7, 1966, to

In reading a porticai of 
his better, McDonald pointed out that the minister is very 
much distressed to see the film depict King as a revolutionary 
leader for America, supposedly using the same tactics used by 
the Coiranunists in Cuba, Algeria and China; that although 
the film does not call King a Comriunist it implies it. 
Levison said he thought it would be easy to frame an answer 
since the charge v/as so stupid, as the revolutionaries mentioned 
.just happened to be the ones that carried on armed revolt. 
He instructed McDonald to get the letters for him and he 
waid answer them. 

Before concluding the conference in question, Levison. 
told JJcDonald that he finished the speech he was to prepare 
for King to deliver to a Jewish group in Chicago, Illinois. 
He said King woid actually telephone the group on December 
1966, during which time he would read the speech.
